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Signs  are  a  valuable  part  of  our 
lives.  They  point  direction,  give 
additional  information,  and  in- 
fluence our  decisions. 

But  there  are  other  signs  around 
us.  Signs  that  are  often  not  as  ob- 
vious as  the  ones  we  have  just 
referred  to.  These  are  the  signs  of 
our  very  life  —  our  culture,  our 
civilization,  our  national  ex- 
i  istence.  For  just  as  a  mileage-sign 
indicates  distance,  so  do  all  those 
"signs"  about  us  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
indicate  what  we  are,  where  we 
are,  and  perhaps,  to  some  extent, 
where  we  are  going.  They  are  the 
"signs  of  our  times." 

This  Introduction  is  devoted  to  a 
portrayal  of  those  signs  —  a 
photographic  review  of  those 
places,  those  people,  and  those 
events  that  have  been  a  part  of 
"our  times."

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There  are  no  "signs"  more  evident  to  us  than  those  buildings  and  physical  symbols  that  make-up  the 
campus  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College.

"The  most  real  thing  you  will  be  confronted  with 
in  your  lifetime  is  Jesus  Christ,"  proclaimed  Dr.

Throughout  the  lecture.  Dr.  Hoffman  maintained 
that  Christ  is  a  part  of  us:  "Even  though  you 
can"t  touch  Him  you  know  Him  .  .  .  you  believe  in 
Him."" 

Dr.  Hoffman  is  the  voice  of  the  Lutheran  Hour 
and  has  been  described  by  TIME  magazine  as 
""the  most  widely  listened  to  radio  preacher  in  the 

world."" 

The  Staley  lecturer  captured  his  audience  with 
superb  wit  and  simplicity  of  speech.  He  made  the 
personality  and  teachings  of  Jesus  very  real. 


Hoffman:  "Jesus  Christ  Is  Real'/' 
Ferguson's  Jazz  Band  Was  "Powerhouse'' 


Maynard  Ferguson  and  his  thirteen-piece  jazz 
band  set  Monroe  Auditorium  "on  its  ear"  in  a 
March  10  concert  that  was  played  to  a  large  and 
appreciative  audience. 

Ferguson's  ensemble,  called  a  ""powerhouse,""  has 
revived  the  big  band  image  of  yesteryear  with  the 
musical  flavor  of  the  l-^yOs.  His  is  the  first  big 
band  in  20  years  to  have  a  top  hit  on  the  singles 
chart,  ""Gonna  Fly  Now,"  from  the  film  "Rocky.  " 

The  band  incorporated  precision  with  a  lively, 
rhythmic  drive.  Ferguson,  a  trumpeteer,  is  known 
for  his  vibrant  energy  and  high  note  facility. 
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In  a  rape-seminar  sponsored  by 
Isenhour  Dorm  in  March  (1980),  the 
LR  community  was  presented  with  all 
different  aspects  of  rape  from  preven- 
tion to  the  defense  of  the  accused.

spoke  on  giving  exams  to  rape  victims; 
Ms.  Mary  Jane  Francois,  a  woman  of- 
ficer who  deals  with  rape  cases  at  the 
Hickory  Police  unit;  and  Bryce 
Thomas,  an  attorney  who  represented 
rape  defendants.

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General  Sounded  Call  Of  Patriotism,  Duty 


A  highlight  of  Fall  (1980)  convocation  programs  was  the  ap- 
pearance on  September  8  of  General  William  Westmoreland,  army 
chief  of  staff  during  the  closing  years  of  the  Vietnam  War. 

A  South  Carolinian,  General  Westmoreland  is  a  West  Point 
graduate,  a  veteran  of  World  War  II  and  the  Korean  Conflict,  and 
was  appointed  general  of  U.S.  Southeast  Asia  forces  in  1964. 

Westmoreland  spoke  at  the  morning  convocation,  visited  several 
classes,  and  conducted  a  question-and-answer  session  in  the  after- 
noon. His  remarks  were  well-received  throughout  the  day  as  he 
stressed  patriotism,  service  to  one's  country,  and  a  stronger  sense 
of  duty  as  a  citizen. 

The  general  was  also  controversial.  He  was  opposed  to  female 
cadets  at  West  Point  because  he  felt  they  would  not  continue  in  the 
military  as  a  career,  and  he  took  a  dim  view  of  those  who  regard 
Vietnam  veterans  as    "second-class  citizens.  " 


Combining  rock,  jazz,  classical  and  folk  music, 
pianist  Mac  Framption  delighted  a  convocation 
audience  on  October  27. 

A  native  of  South  Carolina,  Frampton  at- 
tended Erskine  College  and  the  Cincinnati 
Conservatory  of  Music.  He  was  the  recipient 
of  the  1969  Van  Cliburn  International  Piano 
Competition. 

Frampton  tailored  his  concerts  to  the  tastes  of 
his  audience  while  devoting  a  portion  of  each 
performance  to  music  of  an  unfamiliar  nature 
to  his  listeners. 

With  six  albums  to  his  credit,  he  also  appeared 
as  guest  conductor  to  major  orchestras  and  has 
written  two  musicals. 


Piano  Artistry  of  Mac  Frampton  Highlighted  Convo 
College  Observed  450th  Year  of  Lutheran  Creed 


The  year  1980  marked  the  450th  anniversary 
of  the  Augsburg  Confession  and  the  college 
observed  the  event  with  a  convocation  address 
by  Dr.  Martin  J.  Heinecken  on  October  20. 

For  many  years  a  professor  at  Lutheran 
Theological  Seminary  in  Philadelphia,  Dr. 
Heinecken  charmed  his  audience  with  a 
delightful  sense  of  humor  and  a  disarming 
style. 

The  convocation  address  reviewed  the 
historical  background  of  the  Confession, 
which  is  a  statement  of  Christian  thought  from 
the  Lutheran  viewpoint. 

Dr.  Heinecken  preached  at  a  festival  service 
later  in  the  evening,  and  led  seminars  for  stu- 
dents and  local  citizens.

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Reagan  Won  Presidency  in  Republican  Landslide; 
East  Squeaked  By  Morgan  For  Senate;  and  Campus 


On  November  4,  1980,  Americans  voted  and  surprised  all  of 
the  experts,  who  had  predicted  a  tight  race,  by  sweeping  into 
office  Ronald  Reagan,  former  governor  of  California.  The 
electoral  landslide  gave  the  Republican  challenger  489  votes 
over  the  Democratic  incumbent,  Jimmy  Carter,  who  had  49 
votes.  Carter  carried  six  states  and  the  District  of  Columbia. 
Reagan  won  all  the  rest. 

The  Republicans  also  gained  control  of  the  U.S.  Senate  for 
the  first  time  in  26  years  as  some  of  the  nation's  key  liberal 
Democrats  were  swept  out  of  office.  The  House  of  Represen- 
tatives would  remain  in  Democratic  hands,  although 
Republicans  had  a  net  gain  of  33  seats,  and  the  nation's 
governor's  tally  stood  at  27  Democrats,  23  Republicans. 

The  avalanche  on  the  national  level  was  felt  on  state  and 
local  levels.  John  East,  an  East  Carolina  professor,  ousted  in- 
cumbent Robert  Morgan  for  a  North  Carolina  senate  seat; 
Representative  James  Broyhill  of  Lenoir  was  returned  to  his 
congressional  seat,  defeating  LR  political  science  professor 
Jim  Icenhour  (opposite  top  left);  but  North  Carolina's  pop- 
ular governor,   Jim   Hunt,   easily   won   reelection  over   his 


Republican  challenger  in  one  of  the  few  bright  moments  in 
the  election  for  Tar  Heel  Democrats. 

The  entire  election  was  well  presented  on  the  campus  by 
LR's  political  science  department.  A  series  of  forums 
preceded  the  election  in  which  local  candidates  discussed 
issues  (see  Sen.  Cass  Ballenger  opposite  top  right),  and  a  full 
review  of  national  issues  was  also  conducted.  The  highlight 
of  campus  interest  came  with  Election-Central  in  the  lobby 
of  the  Cromer  Center  on  election  night  (opposite  bottom). 
Returns  were  made  available  on  a  series  of  television  sets 
with  comments  by  candidates  and  instructors. 

It  had  been  one  of  the  most  unusual  elections  in  our  history. 
Not  since  1888  had  a  Democratic  incumbent  been  swept  out 
of  office  and  this  had  been  achieved  by  a  man  whom  many 
once  felt  was  too  old,  too  simple,  and  too  far  right  —  a  star  of 
B-western  films.  But  a  nation  weary  of  inflation  and  unem- 
ployment, embarrassed  by  the  hostage  crisis  in  Iran,  dis- 
turbed over  weakness  in  national  defense  and  insecure  about 
the  future  had  spoken  —  spoken  firmly  and  decisively  at  the 
ballot  box  from  courthouse  to  White  House.

Dr.  H.  George  Anderson  was  the  Staley  Distinguished 
Christian  Scholar  lecturer  for  1981,  and  he  appeared  at  the 
January  12  convocation  and  spoke  on  the  subject,  "Creation 
Accounts  —  Old  and  New.  " 

Dr.  Anderson  is  president  of  the  Lutheran  Theological 
Southern  Seminary  in  Columbia,  S.C.,  and  appeared  at  an 
evening  service  on  January  11  at  St.  Andrews  Church  and  in 
a  seminar  presentation  the  afternoon  of  the  12th. 
In  his  convocation  remarks.  Dr.  Anderson  spoke  of  the  won- 
der of  creation  as  a  statement  about  God  and  how  He  acts. 
He  emphasied  that  each  account  of  creation  in  the  Bible 
reflects  a  new  understanding  about  God.  "It's  more  than 
scenery  that's  being  shifted,"  Dr.  Anderson  noted. 
At  convocation  on  January  26,  the  Howard  Hanger  Jazz  Fan- 
tasy took  center  stage  and  presented  a  blend  of  jazz  music 
performed  by  five  musicians  in  what  was  billed  as  a  "fantasy 
theatre.  " 

In  addition  to  Hanger,  who  plays  the  piano  and  adds  some 
vocals;  and  Lauren  McArthur  who  dances;  the  group  is  com- 
posed of  Beth  Youngblood,  who  plays  violin,  some  percus- 
sion and  sings  lead  vocals;  Elliot  Wadopian,  who  plays  trum- 
pet and  percussion;  and  Randy  Porsia  on  drums. 
The  highlight  of  the  morning  convo  program  was  an  oratorio 
entitled,  "The  Martydom  of  St.  Bortz."  It  brought  laughter 
and  applause  from  the  audience. 
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IN  MEMORIAM    voigt  r.  cromer 


"Inasmuch  as  one  man  can  symbolize 
an  institution,  Voigt  R.  Cromer  was 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College." 

The  president-emeritus  of  the  institu- 
tion passed  away  on  May  31,  1980, 
bringing  to  an  end  not  only  a  rich  and 
productive  life,  but  a  career  that  had 
deep  roots  in  the  history  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College. 

Educated  in  the  public  schools  of 
South  Carolina,  Dr.  Cromer  attended 
LR,  graduating  in  1925.  Here  he  was 
editor  of  the  LENOIR-RHYNEAN,  a 
member  of  the  student  cabinet,  and  the 
literary  society. 

He  attended  Lutheran  Southern 
Seminary,  graduating  there  in  1928 
and  began  a  pastorate  which  even- 
tually brought  him  to  Holy  Trinity 
Church  in  Hickory,  1941-1947.  While 


in  Hickory  he  taught  Bible  classes  at 
LR  due  to  a  wartime  shortage  of 
professors. 

Voigt  Cromer  served  on  the  board  of 
trustees  of  LR,  1936-49,  was  president 
of  the  N.C.  Synod,  1947-49,  and  in 
1949  was  chosen  the  sixth  president  of 
the  college.  Dr.  Cromer  is  shown 
below  at  the  time  of  his  inauguration 
as  LR's  chief  executive. 

During  Dr.  Cromer's  tenure,  enroll- 
ment rose  from  750  to  more  than 
1,200;.  the  college's  permanent  endow- 
ment nearly  tripled;  and  an  ambitious 
building  program  gave  the  college  new 
structures  —  Shuford  Gym,  P.E. 
Monroe  Auditorium,  Morgan  Hall, 
Minges  Science  Building,  Mauney 
Music  Building,  Fritz  Hall,  and  the 
student  union  which  would  later  be 
named  for  President  Cromer. 


In  1967,  felled  with  ill  health.  Dr. 
Cromer  retired  as  president.  But  his 
service  to  his  Alma  Mater  by  no  means 
ended.  He  served  on  numerous  com- 
mittees as  president-emeritus,  worked 
closely  for  the  establishment  of  the 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  and  continued  to 
be  a  major  promoter  for  the  institu- 


To  those  who  had  the  rare  privilege  to 
know  Dr.  Cromer,  to  work  with  him, 
to  attend  LR  during  his  presidency,  to 
count  him  as  friend  and  colleague,  he 
will,  of  course,  never  be  absent  from 
us.  To  generations  yet  to  attend 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  they  too  will  benefit 
from  his  wisdom,  his  hard  work,  his 
humanity,  and  his  vision. 

The  legacy  of  Voigt  R.  Cromer  is  all 
about  us  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  It  will  never 
die.

HARRY  LIVENGOOD 


The  1981  HACAWA  acknowledges, 
with  grateful  appreciation,  the  con- 
tributions of  Harry  S.  Livengood  to  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  college  community. 

A  native  of  Salisbury,  N.C.  Mr. 
Livengood  came  to  LR  from  the 
Salisbury  schools  in  1958.  He  had 
served  the  public  school  system  as 
business  manager  from  1953-58. 

At  LR,  Harry  Livengood  was  ap- 
pointed Business  Manager  of  the 
college,  a  position  which  was  to  in- 
clude the  post  of  treasurer  in  1970.  In 
1979,  he  was  designated  Vice  President 
of  Finance. 

In  1980,  Mr.  Livengood  retired  from 
the  vice  presidency,  remained  as 
business  manager-treasurer  until 
January  1,  1981,  at  which  time  he 
relinquished  those  positions  also.  He 
now  serves  as  Director  of  Plant  Opera- 
tions. 

During  the  twenty-three  years  that 
Mr.  Livengood  has  guided  the  finances 
of  the  college,  the  economy  of  the  na- 
tion itself  has  seen  many  ups  and 
downs.  A  sound  fiscal  management  of 
the  institution  has  been  his  chief  goal 
and  one  of  his  finest  achievements. 
During  the  years,  Mr.  Livengood  has 
worked  from  the  business  office  joined 
by  others  in  a  postive  effort  to  keep  LR 
"in  the  black." 

Harry  Livengood  has  been  involved  in 
every  major  building  project  at  the 
school  since  the  late  1950's  —  a  period 
which  saw  the  "face"  of  the  campus 
altered  by  most  of  the  new  structures 
we  now  have.  His  expertise  and  input 
were  invaluable  in  the  areas  of  long- 
range  planning  and  sound  financial 
management. 

There  are  few  jobs  more  "thankless" 
than  that  of  business  manager.  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  has  indeed  been  fortunate  to 
have  had  the  dedication  and  involve- 
ment of  Harry  S.  Livengood  and  to 
continue  to  enjoy  his  talents  in  the 
days  to  come. 
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THE  PRESIDENT 

Dr.  Albert  B.  Anderson  was  chosen 
president  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  in  August,  1976. 
He  was  inaugurated  as  the  eighth  chief 
executive  of  the  institution  on  January 
8,  1977. 

President  Anderson  is  a  native  of 
Wahpeton,  North  Dakota.  He  began 
his  college  studies  in  1948  at  Concor- 
dia College  in  Moorhead,  Minnesota. 
He  graduated  cum  laude  with  a  degree 
in  philosophy  of  religion.  Following  a 
year  of  study  at  the  University  of 
Copenhagen,  Dr.  Anderson  entered 
Luther  Theological  Seminary  in  St. 
Paul,  where  he  graduated  summa  cum 
laude  in  1956  with  a  bachelor  of 
theology  degree. 

Dr.  Anderson  continued  his  education 
at  the  University  of  Minnesota  and 
Harvard  University.  He  earned  a 
masters  in  philosophy  from  the 
former  in  1958  and  completed  a  doc- 
torate in  philosophy  of  religion  six 
years  later  at  Harvard.  In  1966,  Dr. 
Anderson  became  a  full  professor  of 
philosophy  and  chairman  of  the 
department  at  Concordia.  At  the  time 
of  his  selection  to  the  presidency  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  Dr.  Anderson  was  the 
director  of  a  three-college  consortium 
headquartered  in  Moorhead. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Anderson  are  the  parents 
of  two  sons  and  three  daughters.  First 
Lady  Anita  Anderson  (shown  at  right 
with  Dr.  Anderson)  is  a  popular  figure 
on  the  LR  campus,  having  become  in- 
volved in  numerous  college  activities. 

Dr.  Anderson's  presidency  has  been 
characterized  by  many  positive  gains: 
the  Shuford  Physical  Education  Cen- 
ter, curriculum  revision,  the  institution 
of  a  graduate  program,  the  establish- 
ment of  financial  stability  at  the 
college,  and  the  completion  of  plans 
for  a  new  academic  classroom  center  as 
well  as  expansion  of  the  learning 
resources  center. 

While  many  people  have  been  in- 
volved in  these  projects  mentioned 
above,  the  gentleman  who  has  been  the 
guiding  light  of  the  program  is  our 
president.  He  is  a  man  who  uniquely 
combines  the  qualities  of  scholastic  ex- 
cellence and  sheer  love  of  hard  work  — 
a  gentleman  who  scales  the  mountains 
of  Outward  Bound  as  well  as  he  scales 
the  inward  dimensions  of  Plato.

Thanks  to  a  grant  from  the  Kenan  Foundation,  LR  has  been 
involved  in  the  Outward  Bound  program  for  over  a  year  and 
some  two  dozen  administrators,  facuhy,  and  upperclassmen 
have  preceded  these  freshmen.

Lineberger  Ctr.  Offered  'Terspectives  of  Excellence'' 


"If  no  one  asks  us,  we  all  know  what  excellence  is,  but  if 
someone  should  ask  us,  we  do  not  know  what  it  is."  These 
were  the  opening  thoughts  from  an  address  by  columnist 
Sydney  J.  Harris  at  convocation  on  September  22,  as  the 
Lineberger  Center  presented  its  second  annual  Conference 
on  Values.  The  1980  gathering  had  as  its  theme,  "Perspec- 
tives of  Excellence." 

Harris  noted  that  excellence  cannot  be  taught  or  imparted  to 
someone  else.  "Crafts  can  be  taught.  Arts  can  only  be 
learned,"  the  speaker  commented.  While  excellence  is  easier 
to  gauge  with  physical  skills  and  sports,  it  is  harder  to  gauge 
in  music. 

He  referred  to  four  forms  of  human  excellence:  performance, 
making  and  creating,  thinking  and  devising,  and  character 
and  social  interaction. 

He  then  outlined  a  fourfold  perspective  of  excellence:  know- 
ing the  highest  standards  in  one's  own  job,  seeking  for  ex- 
cellence in  those  fields  that  raise  man's  character,  maintain- 
ing high  standards  in  national  affairs  to  guide  public  life,  and 
seeking  excellence  in  human  character  and  conduct. 

Harris  lamented  the  rise  of  the  "cult  of  mediocrity.  "  He  com- 
mented that  the  Founding  Fathers  of  America  had  intended 
for  democrary  to  permit  that  every  man  to  rise  to  the  highest 
level.  However,  we  have  perverted  that  ideal  to  bring 
everything  down  to  the  lowest  common  denominator. 


Following  the  morning  convocation,  seminars  were  con- 
ducted throughout  the  afternoon  on  the  theme  of  excellence. 

Robert  Winf  ree  of  the  Duke  University  Medical  Center  dealt 
with  "Excellence  in  Medicine."  He  dealt  with  the  subject 
from  the  point  of  view  of  doctors,  nurses,  and  the  medical 
center. 

Peyton  Richardson,  Jeffersonian  humanist  and  champion  of 
the  arts,  dealt  with  "Excellence  in  Business.  "  Well  known  in 
Hickory  for  his  leadership  at  Hickory  Chair  Company, 
Richardson  is  also  a  supporter  of  Outward  Bound. 

John  Huie,  Executive  Director  of  the  North  Carolina  Out- 
ward Bound  School,  presented  "Excellence  in  Education.  "  A 
doctoral  candidate  at  the  University  of  California,  Santa  Bar- 
bara, he  attempted  to  press  each  student  toward  excellence 
within  his  own  capacities. 

Jim  Stephenson,  pastor  of  Holy  Trinity  Lutheran  Church  in 
Hickory,  presented  a  seminar  on  "Excellence  in  Living."  A 
member  of  the  LR  Board  of  Trustees,  Pastor  Stephenson 
serves  the  Lutheran  Church  in  America  as  an  evangelism 
specialist. 

The  conference,  chaired  by  Lineberger  Center  director  Dr. 
Larry  Yoder,  had  given  the  LR  community  much  "food  for 
thought." 
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WLHR  Becomes  a  Reality,  A  Learning  Experience 


One  of  the  bright  spots  in  the 
academic  and  co-curricular  calendars 
for  1980  was  the  establishment  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  own  radio  station. 

Using  the  call-letters  WLHR,  the  sta- 
tion went  on  the  air  with  Pete  Nicas 
(left)  as  station  manager,  Bob  Estridge 
as  program  manager,  and  Professor 
Bob  Keane  as  station  adviser. 

The  radio  station  was  established  in 
the  Cromer  Center  and  plans  to  begin 
broadcasting  to  the  dorms  soon. 

The  potential  of  the  radio  station  and 
the  radio-program  is  great  as  a  learn- 
ing experience  and  could  provide  the 
basis  for  future  additions  to  the 
Speech  program  in  broadcasting  and 
radio  journalism. 


''Stress  and  American  Worker''  Series  at  LR 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  joined  with  the 
Sperry  ana  Hutchinson  Company  and 
the  Catawba  County  Chamber  of 
Commerce  in  presenting  a  series  of 
lectures  throughout  1980-81  on  the 
topic.  "Stress  and  the  American 
Worker." 

All  lectures  and  discussions  in  the 
Stress  Series  were  open  to  the  public  at 
no  charge. 

The  five  programs  were:  'Stress  and 
Worker  Productivity"  in  October, 
1980,  presented  by  Dr.  Richard  Peter- 
son of  N.C.  State  Univ.  In  November, 
1980,  there  followed,  "Stress  and 
Alcoholism"  by  Dr.  Kenneth  Mills 
(left)  of  UNC-Chapel  Hill. 

January,  1981,  saw  the  study  of 
"Stress  and  Physical  Health"  by  Dr. 
Frank  Keefe,  Jr.  of  Duke  Medical  Cen- 
ter. In  February  (1981)  Dr.  Patrick 
Boudewyns  presented  "Stress  and 
Medical  Health."  Dr.  Boudewyns  was 
from  the  Duke  Medical  Center.  And 
in  March  (1981)  the  series  concluded 
with  "Stress  and  the  Family"  by  Dr. 
Robert  Houck  of  the  Duke  Medical 
Center. 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  role  was  made  possi- 
ble by  an  endowment  grant  from  the 
Lineberger  Foundation  and  Lineberger 
Center  for  Cultural  and  Educational 
Renewal. 
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College  Established  Evening  Degree  Program 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  established  an  evening  college 
program  designed  especially  for  working  adults.  It  began  in 
January  (1981). 

Informally  titled  The  Tuesday  n'  Thursday  Evening 
Program  (or  TNT),  LR's  evening  college  provided  a  full 
degree  program  for  students  whose  working  schedule  and 
learning  needs  could  best  be  met  outside  the  traditional 
schedule  of  day  classes. 

The  program  began  with  majors  in  business  administration, 
education  and  psychology,  as  well  as  general  education 
courses  applicable  to  all  degrees. 

The  program,  taught  by  members  of  the  regular  college 
faculty,  featured  five  eight-week  miniterms  each  calendar 


year.  Full-time  students  could  take  two  courses  or  six 
semester  hours  per  miniterm. 

Dr.  Arthur  Puotinen,  vice  president  for  academic  affairs, 
noted,  "We  think  there  is  a  real  need  for  this  type  of  program 
in  our  community.  Adults  can  improve  their  job  skills, 
strengthen  their  leadership  capacity  and  broaden  their  world 
view,  as  well  as  work  toward  a  degree  if  they  so  desire." 

Classes  met  on  the  college  campus  each  Tuesday  and  Thurs- 
day on  two  shifts:  6-8:30  p.m.  and  8:20-10:30  p.m. 

Dean  of  Admissions  Richard  Thompson  commented  that  a 
working  adult  could  earn  a  college  degree  in  almost  the  samef 
amount  of  time  as  a  traditional  student. 


The  academic  program  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  will  be  greatly  enhanced  by  the  construction  of  the  proposed 
academic  complex,  shown  in  the  picture  below.  The  original  Rhyne  Classroom  Building  (shown  in  the 
background)  is  to  be  renovated  and  the  new  classroom  structure  will  be  connected  to  it.  One  of  the 
highlights  of  the  addition  will  be  the  centrum,  which  will  house  a  little  theatre  to  be  used  for  drama 
productions  and  assembly  programs.

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"Hail  Scrawdyke''  Was  Play  of  Violent  Intensity 


For  their  second  production  of  the 
season,  the  LR  Playmakers  unleashed 
a  drama  of  violent  intensity,  "Hail 
Scrawdyke  or  Little  Malcolm  and  His 
Struggle  Against  the  Eunuchs.  " 

Written  by  British  playwright  David 
Halliwell,  the  three-act  journey  into 
fascism  was  long,  wordy,  emotional, 
and  at  times  frightening. 

The  role  of  Malcolm  Scrawdyke  was 
brilliantly  played  by  senior  theatre  arts 
major  Michael  Miller.  In  perhaps  the 
finest  role  of  his  college  acting  career, 
Miller  was  irrevent,  saucy,  and 
devastatingly  accurate  with  his  verbal 
assaults.  Scrawdyke  was  actually  an 
imposter,  a  Hitler-type  who  used 
history  to  his  own  advantages,  and  to 
whom  all  of  life  was  a  ruthless  game. 

The  three  principal  accomplices  were 
Irwin  Ingham,  a  naive,  simple  man 
(played  by  Brian  Roberts)  who  quickly 
latches  on  to  Scrawdyke;  John  Wick 
Blagden  (played  by  Lyle  Bradshaw) 
who  supports  the  dictator  as  long  as 
things  go  well,  but  is  the  first  to  turn 
on  him  in  adversity;  and  Dennis  Nip- 
ple, a  trusting  fellow  (played  by  Jim 
Hinkeldey)  who  wishes  to  follow 
Scrawdyke  because  he  believes  in  him, 
and  as  with  most  idealists,  is  crushed 
when  faced  with  the  reality  of  the 
Leader's  sham. 

The  cast  included  Anne  Gedge  (played 
by  Liza  Buckner)  who  is  perhaps 
Scrawdyke's  only  touch  with  "the  real 
world."  She  sees  him,  however,  for  the 
insecure  coward  he  really  is,  and 
Scrawdyke  turns  on  her  in  the  play's 
most  violent  scene. 

The  play  was  directed  by  Marion 
Love,  scenic  design  and  technical 
direction  by  Robert  Keane,  costume 
design  by  Deborah  Hall,  and  Say  Sink 
served  as  assistant  director  and  stage 
manager.

All  the  magic  of  Rodgers  and  Ham- 
merstein  came  to  life  in  the  third 
Playmaker  production  of  the  season, 
"South  Pacific.  "  Based  on  James 
Michener's  award-winning  stories,  the 
musical  contains  many  of  the  most  pop- 
ular numbers  in  modern  U.S.  musical 
repertoire.

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Four  Inducted  Into  Sports  Hall  of  Fame 

Four  more  great  names  from  Lenoir-Rhyne  College's  athletic  history  were  added  to 
the  LR  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  at  the  1980  induction  ceremony,  held  in  the  P.E. 
Monroe  Auditorium  on  October  11. 

The  four  were  Steve  Trudnak,  Walter  Cornwell,  John  Odom,  and  the  late  P.W. 
Deaton,  who  was  represented  by  his  widow,  Mrs.  Elsie  Deaton. 

Steve  Trudnak  captured  just  about  every  football  honor  possible  during  his  LR 
grid  career  in  the  early  1950's.  The  Bloomsburg,  Pa.  native  made  the  Associated 
Press  Little  All-American  team  in  1952  and  was  named  Player  of  the  Year  in  the 
North  State  Conference  in  1951  and  in  1952.  The  hard  running  fullback  was 
named  to  the  all-conference  team  three  times  and  to  the  all-state  team  twice. 

Trudnak  scored  282  points  during  his  LR  career,  a  record  that  still  stands,  and 
tallied  119  point  during  the  1951  season,  which  stood  as  the  top  mark  in  the  state 
for  many  years.  He  and  his  family  reside  in  Dallas,  N.  C.  where  he  is  guidance 
counselor  at  North  Gaston  Sr.  High  School. 

A  three-sport  star  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  Walt  Cornwell  has  become  known  as  one  of 
the  best  all-around  athletes  in  the  college's  history.  A  native  of  Lincolnton, 
Cornwell  was  a  four-year  starter  in  football,  baseball,  and  basketball  and  made  all- 
conference  teams  in  each  of  these  during  his  college  career.  In  addition,  he  was 
named  to  all-district  teams  in  each  sport  and  was  an  all-state  selection  in  both  foot- 
ball and  baseball.

As  a  single-wing  tailback  in  1956,  Cornwell  averaged  7.4  yards  per  carry  for  100  rushes,  a  record  that  still  stands  at  LR.  In 
baseball,  he  won  games  with  both  his  arm  and  his  bat,  pitching  and  playing  the  outfield  and  chalking  up  a  .400  batting 
average  during  the  '56  season.  He  was  also  an  honor  student  at  LR. 

Cornwell  went  on  to  successful  coaching  careers  at  St.  Stephens  High  School  (Hickory)  and  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  where  he  was 
an  assistant  football  coach  and  heed  baseball  coach.  Cornwell  is  currently  coordinator  of  health  and  physical  education  for 
the  Catawba  County  school  system. 

John  Odom  compiled  a  superlative  record  as  both  a  scholar  and  an  athlete  during  his  years  at  LR.  He  completed  his  degree  re- 
quirements in  three  years  and  was  named  to  "Who's  Who"  in  1948-49. 

On  the  football  field,  Odom  was  an  all-North  State  Conference  and  all-Southern  selection  as  a  tackle  in  1948.  He  served  as 
captain  of  the  Bears  in  '48  and  was  selected  as  the  team's  most  valuable  player  that  year. 

In  1951,  Odom  became  superintendent  of  Sipe's  Orchard  Home,  Inc.,  a  home  for  boys  in  Hickory,  and  has  held  that  position 
ever  since.  He  was  honored  by  the  Hickory  Exchange  Club  as  their    "Man  of  the  Year  "  in  1965. 

The  late  P.W.  "Pete  "  Deaton  was  a  baseball  star  even  before  Lenoir  College  became  Lenoir-Rhyne.  He  played  the  outfield, 
first  base  and  caught  for  some  great  teams  in  the  early  1920's  that  were  acknowledged  to  be  among  the  best  collegiate  clubs  in 
North  Carolina.  He  recorded  a  whopping  .380  batting  average  for  his  four-year  career  and  later  signed  with  the  Pittsburg 
Pirate  organization. 

Deaton  was  a  teacher  in  Hickory  for  twelve  years  and  then  served  as  a  principal  for  six  years.  In  1944,  he  decided  to  run  for 
public  office  and  was  elected  clerk  of  Superior  Court  of  Catawba  County  —  a  position  he  held  until  1966,  when  he  retired  af- 
ter being  known  as    "Mr.  Courthouse."  He  died  in  1968.

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  many 
ardent  supporters  and  faithful 
alumni.

One 
of  the  strongest  friends  of  the 
college  and  most  devoted 
followers  of  the  athletic  program 
passed  away  on  July  20,  1980. 
He  was  Mr.  Jack  R.  Johnson,  or 
as  he  was  affectionately  known 
by  cheerleaders,  ballgirls,  and 
athletes  with  whom  he  came  into 
contact,  "Mr.  J." 

A  leading  sports  fan  of  the  Be  jrs, 
a  dedicated  volunteer  for  ;.ount- 
less  tasks,  a  director  of  the  Pied- 
mont Educational  Foundation, 
and  a  surrogate  father  to  several 
years  of  LR  cheerleaders,  Mr. 
Johnson  fell  victim  to  a  heart  at- 
tack at  the  age  of  63. 

The  1938  alumnus  and  native  of 
Royston,  Georgia,  took  pleasure 
in  aiding  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
athletic  program  at  his  own  ex- 
pense. According  to  Mrs.  Opal 
Moretz,  who  also  helped  with 
the  cheerleaders  for  many  years, 
Mr.  Johnson  accepted  remunera- 
tion for  his  services  on  only  one 
occasion,  accepting  partial  use  of 
a  college  gas  card  on  a  trip  to 
Pennsylvania. 

"Mr.  J."  was  a  retired  owner  and 
operator  of  a  Hickory  service 
station,  a  charter  member  of  the 
Hickory  Jaycees  and  a  member 
of  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church. 
All  those  associated  with  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  athletics  missed  him 
keenly  this  year  on  the  sidelines. 
Missed  his  smile,  his  encourage- 
ment, and  his  warm  and 
generous  support.  We  have  lost  a 
true  and  valued  friend. 


MR.  J 
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1980  Baseball  Bears  Made  Playoffs;  Alton  Resigned 


The  1980  Lenoir-Rhyne  baseball  team  achieved  something 
that  had  not  been  done  in  eighteen  years  —  they  reached  the 
District  26  playoffs!  And  then  came  within  one  game  of  win- 
ning them,  but  along  with  the  success  of  the  season  came  a 
jolting  loss.  The  Bears  lost  their  coach,  Billy  Alton,  who 
resigned  at  season's  end. 

When  the  season  began  the  Bears  were  far  from  playoff 
material.  To  begin  the  season  the  diamond  men  took  their 
annual  trek  to  Florida  and  came  back  empty-handed,  losing 
all  three  of  their  games.  LR  opened  its  home  schedule  facing 
Appalachian.  The  Bears  split  a  doubleheader  with  the  Moun- 
taineers and  after  seven  games  had  a  dismal  2-5  record. 

The  Bears'  first  big  performances  came  when  they  swept 
two  games  from  UNC-Charlotte  and  defeated  California 
State  (Pa.)  to  raise  their  record  to  6-8.  During  this  stretch, 
junior  Craig  Corbett  was  named  District  26  Player  of  the 
Week.  He  had  eight  hits  in  13  plate  appearances  for  a  .615 
batting  average  and  also  scored  and  drove-in  four  runs. 

LR  seemed  to  be  on  the  move  after  these  wins,  but  then 
came  the  Bears'  worst  performance  of  the  season.  Against 
Wake  Forest,  they  committed  11  errors,  gave  up  lb  walks, 
hit  two  batters  and  gave  up  24  runs  in  two  games.  Then 
followed  more  tough  losses  to  St.  Augustine  which  hurt  LR's 
standing  in  the  district. 

The  Bears  then  got  clutch  pitching  performances  from 
Benji  Rowe  and  Mike  Nawalany  to  sweep  a  doubleheader 
from  the  district  leader,  Wingate.  Rowe  threw  a  six-hitter  in 
the  first  game  and  Nawalany  came  back  with  a  two-hitter  to 
keep  the  Bears  in  playoff  contention,  with  a  4-4  district 
record.  But  the  diamond  nine  continued  to  make  things  hard 
on  themselves  as  they  dropped  two  district  games  to 
Gardner-Webb's    Dogs. 

This  meant  the  Bears  had  to  win  their  final  four  games  to 
be  given  playoff  consideration  and,  as  they  had  done  all  year, 


LR  rose  to  the  occasion.  Behind  the  strong  pitching  of  Rowe 
and  Tony  Grady  they  swept  Elon.  This  gave  the  Bears  a  dis- 
trict record  of  1-7  and  an  overall  tally  of  11-17. 

It  was  not  yet  over  though,  for  the  Bears  still  had  to  sweep 
Mars  Hill  and  Alton's  charges  did  just  that,  including  a 
return  from  four-runs  down  to  win  the  final  game.  With  the 
season  over,  the  Bears  waited  for  word  from  the  district  of- 
ficials. Then  it  came.  The  Bears  had  made  the  playoffs  for 
the  first  time  in  18  years! 

LR  opened  the  playoffs  against  Pfeiffer  and  aided  by  key 
defensive  plays  and  Corbett's  three-run  homer,  they 
knocked  off  the  Falcons,  favorite  of  the  double  elimination 
tournament.  The  Bears  continued  to  play  well  as  they 
defeated  Atlantic  Christian  with  four  runs  in  the  ninth  in- 
ning. The  Bears  were  now  just  one  game  away  from  winning 
the  district  championship,  but  it  was  not  to  be.  Pfeiffer,  with 
revenge  on  its  mind,  swept  two  games  from  LR  and  the  Bears 
had  to  settle  for  second-place.  But  this  did  not  diminish 
Alton's  feelings  for  his  team  as  he  told  them  to  be  proud  of 
what  they  had  accomplished  for  their  school  and  for  them- 
selves. 

Grady,  Rowe,  Del  Ammons,  and  Gus  Parson  were  named 
to  the  All-Tournament  Team,  while  senior  third-baseman 
Hicks  Beam  was  named  to  the  All-Area  7  Team. 

Shortly  after  the  playoffs,  Billy  Alton  resigned  as  head 
baseball  coach  at  Lenoir-Rhyne.  But  he  had  contributed  to  a 
resurgence  of  interest  in  baseball  at  the  college.  He  had 
started  a  heavier  recruiting  program,  added  year-around 
drills  to  keep  the  team  sharp,  and  installed  an  annual  trip  to 
Florida  to  give  the  Bears  an  opportunity  to  play  top-flight 
competition.  Not  long  after  Alton's  resignation.  Jack  Patter- 
son was  named  to  the  head  coaching  position,  and  LR 
baseball  fans  looked  forward  to  coming  seasons  on  the  dia- 
mond.

Bears,  Rebuilding  Football  Fortunes,  Had  4-7  Season 


Lenoir-Rhyne's  1980  football  season  opened  with  high  ex- 
pectations. First-year  coach  Henry  Vansant  had  promised  a 
national  contender  within  three  years,  and  as  the  season 
progressed  the  Bears  showed  great  achievement  toward  that 
goal.  At  other  times,  however,  they  appeared  to  be  outclassed 
by  their  opponents. 

The  season  started  on  a  strong  note  as  the  Bears  traveled  to 
Charlotte  and  defeated  a  much-improved  J.C.  Smith  team  on 
a  Craig  Corbett  touchdown  pass,  21-14.  Although  LR  won, 
they  suffered  a  key  loss  when  running  back  Tony  Smith  in- 
jured his  knee  and  was  lost  for  the  season. 

Vansant  had  high  praise  for  his  troops  against  nationally 
ranked  Wofford.  Even  though  their  comeback  fell  short  27- 
23,  Vansant  stated  that  he  had  never  been  prouder  of  a  group 
of  young  men  in  his  career:  "I  thought  it  might  be  1981 
before  we  were  a  good  team.  We're  a  good  team  in  1980.  I 
didn't  realize  we  could  be  as  strong  or  as  good  at  this  point  in 
the  season.  " 

The  next  week  LR  traveled  to  Presbyterian  and  played,  as 
Vansant  put  it,  "without  enthusiasm  and  desire.  "  The  Blue 
Hose  drubbed  the  Bears  16-3,  as  LR  could  muster  only  140 
total  yards. 

Four  weeks  into  the  season  it  was  learned  that  flanker  Barry 
Norris  had  a  brain  tumor  and  would  require  surgery.  The 
Bears  went  into  the  game  with  Newberry  determined  to  win 
the  contest  for  Norris.  In  what  proved  the  finest  perfor- 
mance of  the  season,  the  LR  defense  limited  the  Indians  to  86 
total  offensive  yards,  and  the  Bear  offense  got  a  first  quarter 
field  goal  from  Jeff  Long  to  win  3-0.  Nose  guard  Carl  Grigg 
was  the  key  to  the  Bear  win  and  for  his  efforts  was  named 
NAIA  national  defensive  player  of  the  week. 

Homecoming  brought  Gardner-Webb  to  Hickory  and  a  wild 
finish  which  saw  the  Dogs'  last-ditch  effort  thwarted  at  the 
LR  eight-yard  line.  Defensive  back  Gus  Parson  was  named 
SAC-8  player  of  the  week  for  his  performance  in  the  20-14 
win. 


The  next  few  weeks  saw  the  Bears  lose  five  straight  games. 
Two  of  the  losses  were  wild  offensive  shows:  a  57-25  defeat 
at  the  hands  of  Appalachian  and  a  45-35  loss  to  Liberty  Bap- 
tist. In  the  game  against  the  Flames,  Corbett  set  six  new  Bear 
offensive  records. 

National  playoff  participant  Mars  Hill  came  to  College  Field 
to  begin  a  three-game  home  stint.  The  powerful  Lions  ripped 
the  lethargic  Bears  40-0.  Vansant  lamented,  'Four  weeks  ago 
we  looked  like  a  pretty  good  team.  Now  we  don't.  Intensity 
is  lacking.  We're  not  blocking  or  tackling  well.  " 

Carson-Newman  was  the  gridders'  next  opponent  and 
although  LR  lost  36-14  the  Bears  showed  the  poise  they  had 
lacked  the  previous  weeks.  With  the  score  28-0  in  the  fourth 
quarter,  LR  scored  twice  and  was  "knocking  at  the  door" 
again  when  a  Tony  Grady  pass  was  intercepted  and  returned 
101  yards  for  a  touchdown. 

The  final  home  game  of  the  season  ended  with  the  Bears 
scrapping  and  fighting  only  to  come  up  short.  NAIA  playoff 
participant  Elon  slipped  its  way  to  a  27-12  victory.  The  Elon 
defense  gave  themselves  three  first-half  touchdowns,  as  LR's 
defense  held  the  Christians'  offense  in  check. 

The  Bears  ended  the  season  4-7  with  a  30-24  victory  over 
Catawba.  This  was  the  Bears'  best  all-around  performance, 
scoring-wise,  of  the  season  as  they  chalked  up  points  via  the 
pass,  kick,  and  run.  Corbett  threw  two  TD  passes.  Long  ad- 
ded two  PATS,  and  Darryl  Hymes  had  a  67-yard  scoring 
scamper,  but  all  these  would  have  been  inconsequential  if  it 
had  not  been  for  Ted  Ash.  With  the  Bears  trailing  24-22  after 
a  Catawba  score.  Ash  took  the  ensuing  kickoff  two  yards 
deep  in  the  end  zone,  broke  away  from  a  gang  of  tacklers  at 
the  twenty,  and  raced  the  remaining  80  yards  for  a 
touchdown  and  for  the  win. 

Even  though  the  Bears  won  only  four  games  there  are  bright 
rays  of  hope  for  the  future.  Vansant  has  established  a  well- 
disciplined  program.  That  program  has  been  placed  on  a 
sound  foundation  and  should  begin  reaping  rich  rewards  in 
coming  seasons.

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Volleyball  Team  Took  Outstanding  22-12  Record 


Lenoir-Rhyne's  volleyball  team  wound  up  the  1980  cam- 
paign with  a  fifth-place  finish  in  the  NCAIAW  Division  II 
state  tournament  and  a  22-12  overall  record,  a  winning  per- 
centage of  .647. 

It  was  the  sixth  consecutive  winning  season  for  the  Lady 
Bears,  keeping  intact  their  string  of  never  posting  a  losing 
mark  since  intercollegiate  volleyball  began  at  LR  in  1975. 

The  Lady  Bears  started  the  season  in  strong  fashion  with  a 
four-match  winning  streak,  registering  wins  over  Gardner- 
Webb,  UNC-Asheville,  High  Point,  and  Western  Carolina. 
After  recording  a  2-3  record  in  the  tough  University  of 
Georgia  Invitational  in  October,  then  wins  coming  over  Fur- 
man  and  Georgia,  the  Lady  Bears  reeled  off  five  straight 
match  victories  before  having  that  string  snapped  by 
Western  Carolina. 


before  dropping  a  disappointing  decision  to  Appalachian  in 
Boone  in  what  might  have  been  the  most  exciting  match  of 
the  year.  It  went  the  full  five  games  before  the  Lady  Bears  fell 
in  the  final  game,  15-8. 

The  volleyballers  went  10-2  against  Division  II  Western  Dis- 
trict foes  and  were  19-10  during  regular  season  play  before 
heading  into  the  NCAIAW  Division  II  state  tournament  at 
Mars  Hill.  There  the  Lady  Bears  upended  Mars  Hill  in  two 
striaght  before  losing  to  UNC-C  to  drop  into  the  losers' 
bracket.  LR  stayed  alive  with  wins  over  UNC-Asheville  and 
Pembroke  State  before  being  ousted  by  UNC-Greensboro, 
which  went  on  the  finish  second  in  the  state  tournament.

Hodges  blended  the  special  talents  of  five  newcomers  with 
the  heady  aggressiveness  of  his  returnees,  to  give  the  Bears  a 
well-rounded  squad,  capable  of  playing  with  anyone. 

The  Bears,  who  could  affectionately  be  known  as  "the  Car- 
diac Kids,"  were  never  "blown-out",  and  had  a  chance  to 
win  every  game  they  played.  In  fact,  at  presstime  most  of 
their  games  had  "gone  down  to  the  wire." 

The  Bears  owned  a  four-point  victory  over  USC- 
Spartanburg,  were  beaten  on  a  shot-at-the-buzzer  by  High

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Lady  Bears  Maintained  National  Rank  Despite  Injuries 


Lenoir-Rhyne's  Lady  Bears  basketball  team  picked  up  right 
where  they  left  off  in  1980  —  winning  everything  in  sight, 
and  looming  high  in  the  national  rankings. 

The  Lady  roundballers  picked  up  four  quick  victories  over 
Gardner-Webb,  Belmont  Abbey,  ASU,  and  UNC-Asheville 
and  zoomed  to  seventh  place  in  the  AIAW  Division  II  rank- 
ings. However,  one  of  these  early  victories  was  costly,  as 
Donna  Elrod,  the  on-the-court-leader,  fell  to  a  serious  knee 
injury.  She  would  be  out  for  the  season.  But  the  team  pulled 
together  during  those  early  games  and  averaged  almost  91 
points  a  contest.  Brenda  Hairston  led  the  attack,  averaging 
29  points  a  game. 

Then  the  bottom  seem  to  fall  out.  The  Lady  Bears  won  only 
two  of  the  next  six  games  and  fell  from  their  national  status. 
Coach  Pat  Smith  based  the  losses  on  inexperience.  LR  was 
playing  only  one  senior  and  the  bulk  of  the  squad  was 
sophomores. 

But  the  Lady  Bears  roared  back.  They  beat  Belmont  Abbey 
again,  Pfeiffer,  and  Catawba  before  heading  south  to  the 


Foxy  Lady  Invitational  in  Florence,  S.C.  Here  the  injury  bug 
struck  again  when  power  forward  Marisa  Carmody  went 
down  with  a  knee  injury  in  a  victory  over  William  and  Mary. 
Despite  the  absence  of  Carmody,  the  Lady  Bears  advanced  to 
the  tournament  finals  before  bowing  to  Francis  Marion. 

As  the  Lady  Bruins  returned  home  they  were  once  again  in 
the  national  polls  and  proceeded  to  reel  off  five  straight  vic- 
tories including  a  win  over  nationally-ranked  Elon  to  solidify 
their  16th  position  in  the  rankings  and  raise  their  record  to 
15-5. 

The  female  cagers  then  had  a  let-down  as  Pfeiffer  avenged  an 
earlier  defeat  with  a  57-55  upset  victory,  but  the  Lady  Bears 
bounced  right  back  and  defeated  a  scrappy  Campbell  team  to 
give  LR  a  16-6  mark  for  the  season.
